Another smooth game was worked 
wi Richmond recently by which citi­ 
zens were relieved of their cash with­ 
out value received, until the police 
were notified and interfered.

for selling “Scotch” 
lace without a license and using the

•ompany.

enough of it to pay the duty and get 
the lace released. This was the story 
told Mrs. Charles Marvel and other 
residents in the neighborhood. 
The 
woman who first called on Mrs. M ar­ 
vel 
had a baby about three weeks 
•Id. 
The next day a man called tell­ 
ing the same story. 
They carried 
samples of the lace and asked to be 
paid in advance for orders.

Marvel 
judged that 
the 
so-called 
hand-made lace was worth about ten 
cents per yard. 
To residents on Ft* Wayne avenue 
fh(k women said that they had con­ 
tracted to sell the Knollenberg Dry 
Goods company a large stock of lace, 
hut before they could ship it they 
would have to sell enough to get the 
lace out of the custom house. 
Only 
a few of the residents believed the 
story and bought. 
To a party of men in the office of 
B. Johnson & Son a lace salesman 
said that Mr. Knollenberg had agreed 
to act as agent for their laces, which 
were exceptionally fine, and that they 
were just introducing them for him. 
None of the men purchased lace. 
At one residence a lace salesman 
said that there were fifty in the party 
working in various cities and that 
they are selling lacce so rapidly that 
they will soon be able to pay the 
duty. 
Mr. Knollenberg, when seen, said 
that he knew nothing of

salesmen. He said that they had not 
called at his store and that he had 
no contract of any kind with them.

In 19 06 and 19 07 a cam paign was 
made to edu cate tobacco grow ers to 
pool their crops for better prices. 
It 
took mu ch teaching and 
persu asion 
bu t they pooled. 
The pledges of » 9 06 
and 19 07 were su ch that mu ch tobacco 
¡got away w ithou t the society being 
¡able to recov er adequ ate dam ages and 
|the faithfu l had to w ait long with add­ 
led expense. 
U nder these pledges the 
|cost of handling and carrying were u n­ 
necessarily high and there was mu ch 
jfriction and m any inequ alities. 
I 
The adv ocates of the present pledge 
¡wish to m ak e a campaign that shall 
¡teach the farm ers not only to pool bu t 
¡to pool u nder a contract that will hold 
the tobacco, redu ce the costs of hand- 
; ling and carrying and do away with 
inequ alities and friction. 
The present pledge Is the produ ct of 
three years’ experience and has for its 
sole object the protection of ev ery man 
in the pool. 
It was dev ised In •.he 
I interests of economy, a u niform system 
¡that will elim inate friction and 
in­ 
equ alities, and expedite the wcrlc and 
of perm anence of the organization t-u d 
,a financial back ing that will enable 
the growers to m eet strategic mov e­ 
m ents of the m anu factu rers. 
The pledge was dev ised bv 
those 
Who hav e for three years faithfu lly 
! serv ed the people and who In the light 
of experience hav e recom m ended to 
the growers what seem« the strongest 
gu arantee for a wise, economical and 
bu siness plan u pon which to condu ct 
the bu siness. 
The pledge needs only to be prop­ 
erly u nderstood to order to 
h« 
ap- 
rov ed. 


I Ca reful Study o f Difficulties 
Po ints to It As the Ade­ 
qua te So lutio n 


The solicitor’s contract was adopted 
after long and carefu l stu dy and delib­ 
eration. 
Ev ery possible objection to it 
I was considered and threshed ou t by 
; the execu tiv e com m ittee and the Dis- 
| trict Board. 
Some thou ght that the com pensation 
; was too high in the precincts where 
' the tobacco cou ld be easily pooled. It 
was then u nderstood that the Cou nty 
Board of Control cou ld u se discretion 
and su bjoin an additional statem ent 
showing that in the m atter of com pen­ 
sation the contract had been modified 
to m eet local conditions. 
The main 
point was that $1.00 was the maximu m 
com pensation; bu t if the desired re­ 
su lts, an absolu tely accu rate and re­ 
liable report of a giv en precinct, cou ld 
be secu red at less cost, the the board 
was qu ite willing that the Cou nty Board 
of Control shou ld m ak e the best con­ 
tract it cou ld. 
Respo nsibility o f So licito r. 
Bu t In nam ing $1.00 as tb 
maximu m 
com pensation, the com m ittee and the 
board considered that a m an of su ffi­ 
cient energy, foYce and influ ence to 
mak e a su ccessfu l solicitor wou ld at 
the sam e tim e be a man who had 
bu siness of his own to attend to and 
who wou ld if not soliciting tobacco be 
otherw ise profitable employed. 
They 
cou ld not ask su ch a m an to leav e his 
own bu siness afld throw his best ener­ 
gies into this work w ithou t adequ ate 
com pensation. 
They fu rther considered that in some 
cases he m ight hav e to go again and 
again to the sam e m an and that he was 
fu rther u nder obligation to w atch all 
tobacco pooled by him u ntil it was de­ 
liv ered to the Cou nty Board of Control 
and he wou ld then hav e to w ait u ntil 
the tobacco was sold before he receiv ed 
his 
com pensation. 
They 
therefore 
thou ght that $1.00 per hogshead was 
not too mu ch as 
a maximu m price. 
Accura te Reco rd, Po o led a nd Unpo o led. 
Sometime before the solicitor’s con­ 
trac t was finally agreed u pon Mr. L. 
J Ev ans of Brown cou nty, Ohio, said 
in the exectu iv e com m ittee, that in 
his cou nty the 
local 
u nions 
wou ld 
want to pool the tobacco. 
It was then 
and there agreed that the object was 
to pool the tobacco and to hav e an ac­ 
cu rate report of 
the acres 
planted, 
both pooled and u npooled, and that 
the $100 per hogshead was offered as 
an indu cem ent to secu re those re­ 
s u lts and that if a local u nion throu gh 
jits chairm an or otherw ise, cou ld Bign 
the solicitor’s contract there was no 
¡reason why the tobacco shou ld not be 
'pooled in this way and the $1.00 go to 
•the local u nions. 
From that time on 
¡this was the u nderstanding and was 
¡thorou ghly discu ssed and agreed u pon 
in an all day m eeting in G rant cou nty, 
¡Ju ly 20. 
I 
The qu estions tha t hav e been at is- 
! su e between the v ariou s factions of 
k obacoo growers hav e their rise in mis­ 
apprehension. 
The great difficu lty in 
a farm ers’ m ov em ent Is that they are 
¡so widely scattered that it is difficu lt 
¡to get any proposition in all Its bear­ 
ings before all of them . 
The work re­ 
qu ires the greatest patience and for­ 
bearance from all sides. 
Ev erybody 
w ants to do right an soon as he k now s 
w hat the right is. 


The adv ocates of pooling tobacco to 
secu re a profitable price feel that no 
argu m ent except a bare statem ent ot 
facts shou ld be necessary in order to 
secu re the concerted action of all to­ 
bacco growers. 
It is no longer necessary to argu e 
that the Am erican Tobacco Company 
has a monopoly of the tobacco trade. 
After m onths of elaborate imtcstiga- 
| tion the Federal cou rts fou nd u pon 
abu ndant testim ony that the A m eri­ 
can Tobacco Company was a tru se. 
¡This finding was confirmed and fu rther 
elaborated by the report of the com­ 
mission on corporations. 
Lesso ns Fro m Ex perience. 
The experiences of the Bu rley To- 
jbacco Society in selling to the inde- 
epndents 18,000 hogsheads of tobacco, 
a large part of which they w ere u nable 
to tak e and pay for, fu rther shows that 
the American Tobacco Company m an­ 
u factu rers at least 85 to 9 0 per cent 
of the entire ou tpu t of w hite bu rley 
! tobacco. 
W hat then is left the grow er bu t to 
tak o a price fixed by the tru st or to or­ 
ganize and fix the price himself.

Until within the last year it has 
been argu ed that the farm ers cou ld 
not com bine in su fficient nu m bers to 
control the price of their produ ct 
Can Beco me Inv incible. 
Bu t they did sell the pooled portion 


I of the 19 06 crop for an av erage of 15 
'cents per pou nd and the pooled portion 
of the 19 07 crop for an av erage of 17 
cents per pou nd and in addition col­ 
lected from the bu yer, $3.00 per hogs­ 
head on ev ery hogshead sold throu gh 
the pool. 
Not only did the pooled to­ 
bacco bring these prices bu t there 
was a constant rise in the price of 
(u npooled tobacco u ntil It passed pooled 
1 prices. 
Why then wou ld not ev ery 
¡grower join hands w ith his neighbor 
I to m ak e the farm er’s position inv in­ 
cible? 
Respo nsibility fo r Dela y . 
The one objection to the pool has 
been the delay in selling and in get­ 
ting retu rns. 
The delay in selling was 
du e to 
one 
cau se 
only—there 
was 
¡enou gh tobacco ou t of the pool to feed 
¡the tru st u ntil it did bu y. 
If this to- 
¡bacco had been on the inside the sales 
wou ld hav e been made at once. 
If any large per cent of this year’s 
orop is pooled the tru st will bu y as 
soon as the tobacco is pu t on the m ar­ 
k et. 
The experience w ith the form er 
crops will hav e tau ght the m anage­ 
m ent of the pool how to collect and 
distribu te the retu rns more speedily.

Mr. Clay was such a man in 
Bourbon county . 
His 
wealth 
and 
prestige made him a man that the 
American Tobacco Company wanted 
to keep out of the farm ers’ movements 
for better prices. 
It is told on good 
authority that an American Tobacco 
Company buy er said that they were 
instructed to give Mr. Clay good prices. 
A Bourbon county farmer say s that 
on one occasion he and Mr. Clay de­ 
livered tobacco at the same time at 
the same warehouse and that Mr. Clay 
received several cents more per pound 
for his tobacco than this farm er re­ 
ceived. 
The farmer protested and re­ 
ceived the reply . “When y ou get in 
Mr, Clay ’s position y ou can command 
large prices too.” 


T ru st Patron izes th e in flu en tial. 
A State Senator say s that he re­ 
ceived so much better prices for his 
tobacco than his neighbors received 
that he was often asked to sell other 
m en’s tobacco in his name and that he 
did so sell it. 
The American Tobacco 
Company is conscious that it needs the 
influence of prominent men and it is 
willing to pay the price—to some di­ 
rectly , to others indirectly . 
These men 
have been paid for their 
influence 
whether they realize it or not and if 
the tobacco is not pooled this y ear 
they will be further paid. 
Those who are advocating organiza­ 
tion for better prices for tobacco an ­ 
swer Mr. Clay ’s claim that the Ameri­ 
can Tobacco Company has alway s paid 
him satisfactory prices by admitting 
the claim. 
They acdbiVt Mr. Clay ’s 
statem ent that he got fancy 
prices 
without the poo!. 
But they contend: 
First, that the 
American 
Tobacco 
Company was buy ing, however uncon­ 
sciously to Mr. Clay , Mr. Clay 's in­ 
fluence. not his tobacco; second, that 
the American Tobacco Company dM 
not pay the average man in proportion 
to what Mr. Clay received, and that 
this movement is made for the benefit 
of the average man. 
Returns 
Per Acre. 
Mr. Clay ex presses himself as well 
content with the returns per acre that 
he has received from his lands. 
Mr. 
Clay owns a tract of land that cannot 
be equalled by six other tracts of the 
same size in Kentucky or elsewhere. 
He has sufficient virgin soil to raise 
tobacco for twenty y ears without ever 
planting it twice on the same land. 
The y ield in pounds is so large, so far 
above the average, as to produce a 
large increase even at a low price per 
pound. 


Fu rth er E vid en ce of Favoritism . 
F urther evidence that Mr. Clay has 
been favored in prices by the American 
Tobacco Company is the fact 
that 
while his land makes a heavy y ield the 
tobacco is heavier, 
darker 
and of 
coarser tex ture than the hill county 
tobaccos. 
Mr. Clay say s bis tobacco 
sold through the pool, (graded on a 
basis of 17 cents for an average crop) 
for 1659-100 cents per pounds. 
Mr. 
Clay ’s tobacco then must have been 
something below the average for the 
entire district. 
The writer of 
this 
knows of Mason county crops that 
sold for 27 cents through dhe pool and 
of Owen county crops thalt sold for 30 
cents. 
Now while Mr. Clay was get­ 
ting io cents, 11 cents, 1 2 ^ cents per 
pound 
for 
his 
below-the-average-in- 
quality tobacco, these bill county men 
were getting 6 cents, 7 cents and 8 
cents for the best tobacco grown, light 
in color, fine in tex turo and satiny in 
surface. Mr. Clay should not have con­ 
fined his investigations to his 
own 
neighborhood nor to Bourbon county . 
Mr. Clay is asked to join this move­ 
m ent not for his own protection, the 
trust will take care of him. but for the 
protection of his industrial class—for 
the common good. 
O r if in kindness, 
Mr Clay wants to help others let him 
take the prices for the same grade that 
the average man receives and let the 
average man receive Mr. Clay ’s prices. 
Let Mr. Clay take the price that is 
paid the man with five acres of tobac­ 
co, a calf and a mule colt to sell and 
whose wife sells all the eggs and chick­ 
ens to buy a few cottonades to carry 
the family over the summer. 
T estim on y of Well-kn own Tobaccon ist. 
On August 14, 1908, Mr. H. H. Hoff­ 
man, formerly o fthe Bodman aWre- 
house, writes: 
“As a tobacco mer­ 
chant who has been connected with the 
Cincinnati tobacco interests for 
the 
past forty y ears, I will state that dur­ 
ing the past seven y ears the farm ers 
were fortunate to receive an average 
collectively of 7% cents a pound.” 
On November 16, 1908, Mr, Hoffman 
w rites Miss Lloy d: 
“I have read several of y our letters 
published in the newspapers carefully 
and with great pleasure, for being ful­ 
ly conversant with the tobacco trade in 
all its branches, I know that y ou have 
given facts, which cannot be contra­ 
dicted. 
I am in hearty accord with 
the Burley Tobacco Society and know 
that without it the growers of tobacco 
would have received a starving price 
for their product.” 
This would seem to be ex pert testi­ 
mony . 
Bu yers' 
Testim on y. 
An American Tobacco Company buy ­ 
er told the writer of this that the 
lowest average he ever paid for a pur­ 
chase was 6 cents and the highest 
average was 9 cents and this highest 
average only one y ear. 
Now Mr. Clay 
got $ 11.99 clear of all ex pense after 
deducting shrinkage and interest on 
what could not have been more than 
an average crop since he say s it sold 
for $ 16.59 per hundred on a basis of 
17 cents for an average crop. 
If the 
highest average paid by the American 
Tobacco Company was 9 cents, has 
not the pool been a magnificent suc­ 
cess if it secures above all costs after 
deducting shrinkage and interest $ 11.99 
Der hundred for an average crop? 
Mr. Toe w a te r’s Testim on y. 
As to what the American Tobacco 
Company was pay ing, Mr. Toe water’s 
testimony should be 
valuable. 
Mr. 
Toe water told Mr. M. C. Rankin, Com­ 
missioner of Agriculture, that they 
were grading tobacco on a basis of 8 
cents for an average crop and that 8 
cents was enough. 
American Tobacco 
Company officials are quoted as say ing 
that they made a mistake in adopting 
an 8 cents basis, that if they had used 
a 10 cent basis this revolt would never 
have comc. 
r. C la y ’s Arguments Against a Pool. 
Mr. Clay say s the pool has bred dis­ 
order. 
There has been no 
forward 
ovement in history which has not 


been accompanied by more or less dis­ 
order and discord. 
We would not ask 
the labor element to forego the bene­ 
fits of the labor unions because some 
of the more violent 
natures 
among 
them have been guilty of infractions 
of the law. 
We guage the worth of 
■ organization by the sum total of its 
results. 
It is the man who puts him- 
! self directly across the path of a for­ 
ward movement who is responsible tor 
friction and disorder. 
But having demonstrated the power 
| of organization to secure better prices 
| for tobacco, organization should never 
again ex perience the resistance that 
¡generates friction. 
There has been a vast deal 
said 
about “rights under law.” 
W hat about 
I the rights that the law is as y et pow- 
jerless to protect? 
Are all the rights 
of men under our rapidly changing 
;conditions y et secured to them by the 
law? 
A good definition of “rights” 
I would be very useful in the further 
consideration of this subject. 
Order 
j is a good thing unless it be the order 
of the gravey ard—the order of stag­ 
n atio n and d e c a y —the loss of a sense 
| of better things—the loss of the power 
j of resistance.

But after all the crowning argument

not accomplish the purpose of its or­ 
ganization. 
Mr. Clay states that he

$ 10.90 on his pooled tobacco and that 
this sum is to be shortly increased by 
one-tenth w'hich will make over and 
above all ex penses including shrink­ 
age and interest, $ 11.99. 
This is not 
only above the average price that Mr. 
Clay has been getting by 
his 
own 
statement, but the best of it is that 
every other man in the pool has been 
paid on the same basis. 
Mr. Clay ’s 
average has not been reduced and the 
general average has been brought up 
which is a m atter that every lover of 
his kind will appreciate. 
Mr. Clay say s that his tenants who 
did not go into the pool got more than 
those who did go in. 
That is to say 
that those who staid out sold earlier 
on the m arket made by those wjho 
I went in. 
But somebody had to go in 
to make the market. 
Ought not al! 
to go in together and share alike? Will 
those who staid out last time now take 
turn about and make the m arket for 
the others to sell on? 
Mr. Clay say s he lost the profit on 
his 1908 crop. 
Since the trust paid 
■him pool prices before the pool was 
¡formed this may be true; but the man 
who cleared $ il.99 above al charges 
did not lose the profit on his 1908 crop 
sold at trust prices. 
If the profit on 
a pound of tobacco sold at 8 cents is 
1 cent, the profit on a pound sold at 11 
¡cents clear of ex penses is 4 cents, and 
by selling one crop at 11 cents clear 
of all ex penses the grower made the 
profit on four crops and saved his land 
and his labor. 
While Mr. Clay claims that he has 
not been benefited by the pool, he can­ 
not show that he is injured; while in- 
■ stead of injuring others it has increas­ 
ed their earning power by 100 to sev­ 
eral hundred per cent and it has en­ 
hanced the value of farm lands from 
25 per cent to 50 per cent. 
If the les­ 
son it has taught tobacco growlers that 
they alone are responsible for arbi­ 
trarily low prices for their pToduct is 
counted at its full worth, the benefits 
of the pool can scarcely be conceived 
much less calculated.

In Bracken co unty in the late sixtks, 
a gro w er o f to bacco 
deliv ered his 
cro p in w inter o rder and receiv ed at 
the wareho use 30 cents per 
po und 
“fro nt the gro und up.” 
At that tim e there were co m petitiv e 
buyers in the co u ntry and they paid 
clo se to the m arket price o n the au c­ 
tio n breaks, and depended fo r their 
pro fits o n their ju dgm ent o f the qu ality 
and their ability to pack it to better 
adv antage than the farm er because o f 
a larger qu antity in their pu rchases 
fro m which to select and pack the v ari­ 
o us types, o ften selecting extra fine 
ho gsheads fro m the entire lo t which 
no farm er co uld ho pe to do fro m a 
single cro p 
By way o f parenthesis it 
might be said that this is an adv antage 
the Burley To bacco So ciety expects to 
gain fo r the gro wer by co mmingling 
the po o led to bacco instead o f hav ing 
it handled in cro p lo ts by indiv iduals. 


Su p p ly and Demand Controlled. 


There was little cau se fo r co m plaint 
and it was seldo m th at a bu yer “went 
bro ke” ; bu t o n the co ntrary m any o f 
them made go o d mo ney o n their in­ 
v estm ents. The gro w ers were satisfied 
with the prices paid, as they were will­ 
ing that the buyer sho uld hav e a sho w, 
and the wareho use co m panies, in co m­ 
petitio n with each o ther labo red fo r 
the legitim ate co mmissio n fo r selling 
and sho wed no fav o ritism between the 
farm er-shipper and the co u ntry deal­ 
er. 
In tho se go o d days o f prices ruled 
by unco ntro led supply and dem and, 
if the farm er tho ught, he was no t get­ 
ting the v alue o f his cro p fro nt the 
dealer he co uld prize and pu t it o n 
the o pen m arket with the assu rance 
th at he wo uld get the wo rth o f his 
cro p, acco rding to m erit, o n the auc­ 
tio n breaks. 


Co mbina tion Ge rm Ta k e s Hold. 


A little later the germ o f co m bina­ 
tio n entered into the to bacco trade 
To gain the fav o r and the trade o f the 
larger bu yers an u nderstanding was 
reached betw een the wareho uses, the 
m anu factu rers and bro kers and the 
co u ntry bu yers which resu lted in the 
farm ers’ to bacco being kno cked o ff a 
tiid o r two lo wer than th at o f the deal­ 
er u ntil it becam e generally 
kno wn 
th at he co uld no t expect mo re fo r his 
to bacco o n the breaks than he 
had 
been o ffered by the dealer at ho me. 
By this means, the co u ntry buyer 
w as fav o red to such an extent th at the 
gro w er fo und it mo re pro fitable to sell 
a t ho me at a co ntinuo usly decreasing 
price. 
The fam iliar anno u ncem ent o f 
the au tcio neers: 
‘‘This is a cro p lo t, 
pu t up by the farm er him self,” o sten­ 
sibly made to bo o st the lo t as so me­ 
thing particu arly fine 
and

Wa re h o u se s Become Oppressors. 


It was no t until later th at the germ 
o f co m binatio n spread to the w are­ 
ho u ses them selv es.

then that the co untry bu yer felt the 
lash they had been laying upo n the 
gro wers.

The pro ducers had been getting the

,the biggest co mbine o i all had co me 
to their relief after eating up mo st o f 
their enemies. 
W ith the bleaching ho nes o f 
the 
co mmissio n wa-v ho uses, the independ­ 
ent m anu factu rers and the liquo rice 
dealers left lying beside its trail, the 
j great co m bine tackled the last and sup­ 
po sedly the w eakest o bstru ctio n in its 
j m arch to co m plete co ntro l o f the to ­ 
bacco indu stry. 
B u t the pro du cer had been expo sed 
to the little germ o f o rganizatio n and 
¡co mbinatio n until he had beco me tho r­ 
o ughly ino culated. 
And because o f the
